Pree Banking in New York. 
‘Te hes been generally supposed that the 
Banking system which prevails in New 
‘ork, and which Gov. Seymour in bis Mes- 
tage recommends for adoption, in Counecti- 
cat, was much sealer than ovr present sys- 
tem. But judging irom the facte contained 
in\an official notice just published under the 
hand of the Compirotier of the State of Now

The aggregate amount of Bank Capital of 
this city is barely mine Aundred eighty-nine 
thousand five hundred avd twenty-nine dol- 
Jars— which io, we venture to say, lees by trom 
50 to 75 per cent.thaa that of any other city in 
the State in proportion to its business neces 
sities. There has been no increase of Bank 
Capital in the city since the charter of the 
Merchants’ Bank, seventeen years ago, but 
an actual decrease to the amount of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Within this seven- 
teen years, our basiness and population, as 
ia well known, have at least doubled. The 
amount of bunking business driven to other 
towns and out of the State lor the want of 
fequisite banking lacilities at home, hae now 
become very large, to the great injury of our 
general business prosperity. Our manufic- 
turing and mechanic interests, meanwhile, 
bave constantly and largely increased, so 
that the value of manuiactured articles in 
this and the adjoining towne, cannot now 
be leas than five millions of dollars yer an- 
num. 

All these facte were presented to the last 
Legislature, and if ever there was an appli- 
cation which carried with it an urgent public 
necemity lor a new bank, euch was the ap- 
plication jn question. Our citizens will be 
pleased to leara that the Committees on 
Banks in the Legislatere now ja cesion, 
have reportell Mvorably on the application 
of the petitioners to be relieved of the -bo- 
nus, and that the Senate have unapimourly 
passed a bill to that effect. This bill ie now 
before the House, and wo cannot but believe 
that that branch of the Legislature will do 
us justice. We are eure they will, if all the 
facts bearing upon the application are fairly 
presented to that body, No City in thia 
State has suflered such immenss losses (rom 
bonuses and other conditions attached to bank 
charters, ar liave fallen upon thé people of 
Norwich. The stoekholders of one bank 
alone incurred an acwal loss of two hundred 
thousand dollars, from the requitement of 
their charter to enbeeribe that amount to the 
etock of the Nerwieh and Worcester Rail 
Round Co..—the proceeds of that atock at the 
titne of sale not being equal to the interest 
that had theo already accrued on ihe invest.

Dear Sir :—Having improved an oppor- 
tunity, in company with three othere, citizens 
}of Plumas, to visit Capt. Sutter at his (arm, 
which is situated about four miles trom thie 
place on the Western bank of Feather river, 
and being eo well pleased with his system 
and success in agriculture, and other domes- 
tic employments, as well as with the social 
hospitality with which we were entertained 
by the old gentleman, | tee! a desire to com- 
municate to you a partial description of his 
agricultural operations, and what can be done 
in California. The land which he now im- 
proves is known by the name of “ Flock 
Farm.” I hardly know what limi he pre- 
ecribes (0 his improvements, as he owne the 
land for several lemgues in extent: but he 
has, ploughed and under cultivation, about 
one hundred and filty acres, which ia sown 
and planted with wheat, barley, corn, potn- 
toes, beans, pens, cabbages and turnips. — 
He hos several acres of pens, which he de- 
signs for the markets of Sacramento, San 
Francisco, &c. He has aleo severalacres of 
cabbages and turnips, designed for the sume 
markets, These were all in a condition of 
thrifty vegetation ; the peas about eighteen 
inches high, on the 10th of April, the time ol 
our visit'te the farm. He is aleo preparing 
a vineyurd. He has a nursery 0) vines, of 
several ucres in extent, and ie paying some 
sttontion to theiculiure of over fruite, apples, 
Peare, quinces, peaches, &c., all which grow 
very thriftily. § must say l wis bighly plene- 
ed with bis avceces in these agricultural par- 
suite, in this climate, and in this land which 
ia represented by some, bs being totally unfit 
for cultivation. .But il I was pleased with 
this, I was etill more pleased with hie domec- 
tic vegetable gurden. Mere were peas in 
blomom, and I think, of the most thrilly reg- 
etation that I have ever seen. Hia beets, 
carrots, parenips, turnips, cabbages nnd othe 
er plants wete in a good state of forwardnes. 
Every thing, without exception, appeared 
very thrifty. His lettuce pinnta were almost 
as large us cabbage heads. These results, | 
think, should put to silence the cronkere 
about the unprodoctiveness of California.— 
The laborers that he employs are moatly In- 
dians. He has a good blacksmith and a car- 
penter constantly employed in making und 
repairing his agricultural tools, &c., and hie 
arrangements are such that he can supply 
almost any needial article on his own ground, 
He has a large number of cattle and horees 
It is hardly necessary to cut hay for running 
stock, as they can graze here nearly of quite!

‘There has just inthe city of Port 
land, Me., a great Reil Road Convention, in 
which the State of Maine, and the British 
Provinces of New Brunewick, Nova Scotia 
an@ Lower Canada were largely represented. 
‘The object of this international Convention 

te Griginate measures for the consiruc- 

of a hoe of Railway through the State 
of Maine to the lower British Provinces, 
terminating on some good harbor on the 
Bastern coast of Nova Scotia. 

The point most fensible for the terminus 
seems to be White Haven, near Cape Can- 
#0, at the Eastern extremity. of the Prov- 
ince. From Waterville, Me. to which 
point Railroads are already constructed, or 
under contract, the entire distance to White 
Haven, by the route proposed, is a little ehort 
of CO miles. The entire distance rom Bos- 
ton to White Haven, if supplied with a well 
constructed Rail Road, would be traversed in 
34 hours. 

Connceting with this Line of Rail Road, it 
ie proposed to establish & Line of Ocean 
Steamers which shall run to Galway,—the 
moet Weatérly seaport in Ireland, and dia- 
fant from White Haven 2000 miles, and 
@naily traversed by first class steamers in 
leée than seven daye. Thence by land, over 
Railronde built and building, to Dublin, 
thente by steamers across the British Chan- 
nel, then by Railway again to London—the 
whole distance {rom Galway to London be- 
pg about 500 miles—another 24 hours jour- 
mey. Thus the passage from Boston to 
London could, it is confidently believed, we 
might almost say demonstrated, be made 
in 9 days. 

The projectors of thie enterprize seem to 
entertain no doubt that the Line being once 
bails and put into operation, it would imme- 
diately become the great thoroughfare of 
travel between England and the United 
Biates. Such too was the sentiment of the 
Convention as expressed in formal resolu- 
tions, one of which was that the Line should 
be designated “ The European and Amert- 
can Railway.” It was also resolved that a 
epecial appeal should be made to the stock- 
holders of ali Rail Roads between New 
York and London, for aid to this Railway, 

* which to them will be of much pecuniary 
advantage, by promdting an endless stream 
of travel and trafic. It was turther resolved 

' that appeals should bé made to the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain, and of the United 
Siates for mail contracts between the two 
countries, and between the Provinces and 
the United States.

DEATH OF LOUIS PHILIPPE. 
His Majesty King Louie Philippe died on 
Monday morning, the 26th of August, at 
| Claremont. The King had been made aware 
ot his approaching dissolution, early on the 
preceding day, in the Pfeeence of the Queen, 
and receiving with ealmuess the melancholy 


for the arrangements which he wished to 
moke. , 

Alter a conversation with the Queen, he 
dictated with remarkable clearness of mind 
a conelusion to hie memoirs, in order to com- 
plete u history which illness had compelled 
him to suspend for more than four months. 

He then caused to be hie chap- 
lain, Abbe Guelie, all hie children and grand 
children who were at Claremont at the time, 
and in the presence of hieQueen and family 
he discharged every duty of religion with the 
moat perfect Christian resignation, 8 stoical 
firmness, and a simplicity which is the real 
evidence of human greainess. 

He then remained tor some time eurround- 
ed by his family. Towards seven o'clock in 
the evening the debility from which the King 
had been suffering appeared to have passed 
over, and lever came on, which continued 
during the night with much violence, but yet 
without disturbing the composure of mini, 
which never abandoned his majesty. 

He expired at 8 o'clock on Monday morn- 
ing, in the presence of the Queen and the 
following members of his lamily :— Their 
Royal Highnesres the Duchess of Orleans, 
the Count de Paris, the Duke de Chartres 
the Duke and Duchess de Nemours, Prince 
and Princess de Joinville, Duke and Duchess 
@’Aumale, the Duchess Augusin of Saxe Co- 
burg, and the attaghed attendants of the roy- 
al household. 

On Wednesday morning, at nine o'clock 
the body of the illusirious personage wne de- 
posited in the leaden coffin to contain the re 
maina, The whole of the tamily, with the 
Abbe Guille, &c., were present, and the eof 
fin was hermetically sealed, The coffin will 
be placed in one with orime on eatin, and 
the interment will tke place on Saturday, 
thie day, at anearly hour. There appears 
to be some doubt ne to the place af interment, 
but it ie still thought St, George's Cathetral, 
in anticipation of ite ultimate destination, be- 
ing in the royal vault at Paris.

The Beauty Land Bill. 
Many of our lellow citizens in this commu- 
nity being interested in an act of Congress 
grunting bounties of lands to soldiers of the 
war of 1812, we therefore publish the act. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House ol 
Representatives of the United Stes of 
Awerica io C assembled, Thut each 
ot the surviving, or the widow or minor cinl- 
dren of derensed commissioned and non~ | 
commissoned officers, musicians, or privates 
whether oi regulars, volumeera, rangers, of 
militia, who ri military service in 
uny reyiiment, compuny or detach ment in the 
service pl the United States in the war with 
Great Britain, declared by the United States 
on (he 18th of June 1812, or in any of the 
Indian wara since 179). And of the 
commissioned officers who was engu in 
the mililury service of the United States in

In another point of view, then, we tke up 
this subject, and that is a legitimate right 
and duty of the sccular press. That right 
and that duty grow out of this consideration, 
The prosperity of the nation will be vastly 
nerensed by the Christianizasion of the 
world. With what nations is the vast 
amount of our commerce carried onward 7 
With what heathen tribes have we any very 
valuable intercourse? Not only iw it true

pa.) This is quite, or so nearly the fact, that 
it may be laiddown af the general rule. 

With Engiand, France, and other enlight- 
eaed Christian nations, our commerce is 
mininly carried ‘on. While with the igno- 
fant, heathen, and barbarous iribes of Alri- 
a and other portions of the world, our com- 
maree is nothing, or next to nothing. Now,

question has been, what route between these 
cities cam be made to combine the greatest 
attractions and advantages to the bueiness 
and traveling public? Or to eum up all in 
one word, what route can be made most ex- 
piditions 2. These rival routee are, the Fall 
River Route, the Providence and Stoning- 
ton, the Norwich and Worcester, and the 
and Harvord. But the contest, 
it ia clear, will soon be narrowed down to 
two rival routes—one by the way o/ Hart- 
fora, the other by the way of Norwich,— 
The Hartford route must be either by the 
way of Springfield, or by way of \\ illimantic, 
Dayville, and Blackstone, at which point it 
unites with the Norfolk Coumy Road. The 
Norwich route will be identical with the 
Hartford from Boston to Dayville, thence to 
Norwich, and from Norwich to New Haven, 
crossing the River, at, or near 
its mouth. Let us for a moment at the 
comparative advaniages of these routes. 
As the two great elements which enter 
into the calculation are distance and grades, 
bet os see, first, what the Hartford Route 
presenta. And first as to. distance. Com- 
mencing at the Bosion end of the line, we 
have the following :— 


‘The grades on thia route are, from Boston 
to Dayville, remarkably light—very few 
roads in New England being equally level 
and straight, The Norfolk County Road 
from Boston to Blackstone runs a great part 
of the distance nearly upon an sir line} and 
the Engineer of that Road does not hesitate 
to say that the distance irom Boston to 
Blackstone can be edsily run, year in and 
year out, in one hour, : 

From Dayville to Willimantic, the grades 
are eaid to be much heavier and more diffi- 
¢ult; while from Willimantic to Hartlord 
the grades are the most formidable to be 
found on any line of Road to be found in 
thie State. From Hartford to New Haven, 
the grades are easy, and the Road capable 
of being run at a high rate of speed, So 
much for the Haruord route. 

Next ae to the route by way of Norwich, 
As this route is to be identical with the Hart- 
lord roate from Boston to Dayville, ita ad- 
vaileges tp that point are niso identical. In 
figures, the distances pre as follows :—

Tt will thus be ecen-that the distance from 
Boston to Norwich by way of Blackstone,

The entire distance from 
Boston to New Haven, vin Norwich, being 
aly 134 miles, to 151 1.2 miles by way of 
Willimantic and Hartford, or 161 miles, via 
Worcester and the Norwich 
route bes the advantage of the Willimantic 
aed Hartlord, 17 1-2 miles, and of the Wor- 
cester and Sprinfield, 27 miles.

In the dieenesion of ibe Rail Road ques. 
tion we have, thos far, confined ourselves, 
mainly, to the inquiry, Whol route combiacs 
most advantages for the through travel and 
business between New York and Boston ?— 
It has been demonstrated—to the entire eat- 
istaction, we apprehend, of unprejudiced 
minde—thai the route by way of Blackstone, 
Deyville, Norwich, Eosex and New Haven, 
takes precedence in 2 variety of important 
particulars, of all the routes either establish- 
ed or projected. But other considerations, 
somewhat more local, yet entitled to great 
weight in certain quarters, seem to us to 
point, with unerring certainty, to the Nor- 
‘wich route, direct, as the troe roue. We 
will refer to one or two of these :— 

And. first, the best interests of the New 
Londen, Willimantic ond Palmer Rail 
Road require that the Norwich route direct 
be taken, instead of the in-direct route by 
way of New London. it is not improbable 
that thie assertion may strike the minds of 
some who have not sufficiently examined the 
matter, us beings little hazardous. Atien- 
tion to a few facta, however, will show that 
it im obviously correct. 

The New London and Willimantic Rail 

- Wend terminates at Palmer on the line of 
the Western Rail Road, 15 miles from 
Springfield. Adding these 15 miles wo the 
distance (62 miles) irom Springfield to New 
Haven, and we have 77 miles asthe distance 
from Palmer, via Springfield, to New Haven. 
From Palmer to Willimantic 1 38 1-2 miles ; 
from Willimantic to New Haven, by way of 
the and Willimantic Road, is 67 1-2 

qaking 106 miles {rom Palmer, via 
Willimantic and Hartford, to New Haven. 
[ia clear, then, that the travel and business 
of Palmer will not find their way to New 
York, via Willimantic and Hartford. Equal- 
ly clear ia it, that the travel and businces of 

» Willimantic will not make their way to New 
York hy way of Palmer and Springfield.— 
Between Willimantic and Palmer there is a 
point, then, at which the stream of travel und 
business divides—one part flowing toward 
New York by way of Palmer and Spring- 
field; the other by way of Willimantic and 
Hartford. ‘We know not precisely where 
that dividing point is; but, for our present 
purpose, it will be sufficient to any that it ia 
somewhat North of Staflord, so that Stafford, 
of course, goes and comes, to and from New 
York, by way of Willimantic and Hartford. 
As the distance from Staflord to Williman- 
tie ia 20 1.2 miles, the New London, Willim- 
antic and Palmer Rail Road gets the benefit

From these figures, it appeara that the 
distance from Willimantic to New Haven,

If the cempetition lies be- 
tween the New London ruuie on the one 
hand, and the Hartierd roate oe the other, 
then nothing ie clearer than that the Hart

But, between the route from Willimantic, 
by way of Norwich direst, how stands the 
case? The distance, as will be seen by the 
above figures, 1 just two wiles shorter by 
Norwich direct, than by Hartford—eo that i{ 
distance alone were to decide the question, 
the Norwich route must take the travel. But 
distance ia not the only element entering in- 
to the ealeulation. On the Norwich routs 
we have a ferry across the Copnecticut.— 
That is an objection. But the ferry is only 
thre cighthe of a mile in length, and so easi- 
ly and safely crossed as to render it a slight 
delay in point of time. On the Hartlord 
ronte, we have to contend with long, heavy 
grades in crossing Bolton Mountain; and 
we presume that no one who has crossed 
that mountain, even on the quickest tra ine of 
the Hartlord and Willimantic Road, will 
have any doubt that the grades of which we 
speak are a more serious obstacle, causing 
considerably greater delay, than the ferry 
on the Norwich route will ever do. Beside 
all this, passengers from above or below Wil- 
limentic, who should take the route, via 
Hartlord, would be obliged to change trains 
both at Willimantic and at Hartford, where- 
‘aa, on the Norwich route, there would be on- 
ly one change of trains viz :—the one at Nor- 
wich.
